was folly, report says 


Tzur made last-minute try 
to save firms’ funds

Tibor Rosenbaum's concern was a 
medium-sized bank “and not of the 
highest reputation,” so it was folly 
for the Zim shipping company ‘to 
put all its eggs in this one basket,” 
states the enquiry team appointed by 
the Board of Zim, whose report was 
presented to the Knesset Finance 
Committee last week. Members of 
the team were Alan Kirschner, Uri 
Menashe and Yosef Cessirer. 

The seys that until Decem- 
ber 1971, Rosenbaum’s International 
Credit Bank was helping to finance 
Zim and not the other way round 
Afterwards the aggregate of cash 
flowing into Rosenbaum’s concerns 
totalled $35m., of which $23m. was 
in fact duly repaid. 

On July 2 of this year, Levi She- 
vat,’ Treasurer of Zim, asked for an- 
other $4.5m. back. The International 
Credit Trust, which held the loan, re- 
quested leeway until July 28 (On 
July 29, Michael Tzur, Chairman of 
Zim, phoned Shevat from Paris after 
a meeting with Rosenbaum, and said 
there could be no drawings before 
September, But after that the money 
could be recovered, in stages, by the 
end of the year. On September 3, 
after tremendous efforts, Shevat ma- 
naged to extract $1m.) 

There was still $11,025,000 out- 
standing, when the Trust failed. 

According to Treasury instructions, 
Zim was not allowed to deposit 
mopey with the International Credit 
Bank, much Jess the Trust, the report 
observes —- though Zim officials 
list of banks 
authorized by the Treasury was 
obsolete, dating back to 1958. 

All the parties concerned, tmclud- 
ing the auditors (Kesselman and 
Kesselman), say they saw the Trust 
85 part of the bank, especially since 
in due course the bank guaranteed 


the loans. The money was in fact 
loaned on call, earned a good in- 
terest-rate, and was exempt from in- 
come-tax deductions at source. 

Mr. Shevat received from the late 
Moshe Kashti, who was managing 
director at the time, $15,000 as a 
Tetirement bonus. The money was de- 
posited in the ICB. Kashti in fact 
Placed $68,000 (representing a com- 


mission earned by one of Zim’s sub- 4, 


sidiaries) in a special account at the 
ICE, apparently to make such pay- 
ments. Later another commission 
payment, of 155,000 DM, was added. 
Aryeh Rosen, representative of Zim 
ἂν London, got 25,000 DM, in re- 
cognition of exceptional services con- 
nected with work he ordered in 
British shipyards. There was an ac- 
count also in Kashbti’s name of 
$40,000 or 40,000 DM, Tzur could not 
remember which. 


FIRST LOAN 

The first loan made by Tzur to 
the Trust was in December 1971, to 
the sum of $6m. “This sum was de- 
posited not for the benefit of Zim, 
but for the benefit of the Israel Cor- 
poration,” which had half-ownership 
of Zim, the report says. Tzur’s con- 
fidence in Rosenbaum was allegedly 
strengthened later, when (at the be- 


ginning of 1973) the State-owned 
Bessische Landesbank became a part- 
ner in ICB. 


Yet there was soon cause for 
anxiety. In May-June of this year, 
Tzur learned of the financial col- 
lapse of the real-estate tycoon, Wil- 
liam Stern, ἃ brother-in-law of Ro- 
senbaum. The iatter assured Tzur 
that there wag no financial connec- 
tion, and his bank .was sound. Yet 
Tzur decided to withdraw all the 
money by the end of the year. On

AS WAR SCARE PASSES 


‘U.S. effort 
to head off 


new clash

WASHINGTON.— Although American officials believe 


the weekend war scare along the Golan Heights cease- 
fire line has temporarily passed, there is still wide- 
spread concern in official government circles here on 
a possible military flareup between Israel and Syria 
— which could drag Egypt and Jordan, and possibly 
even the super-powers, into it. , 


U.S. intelligence specialists are 
keenly aware that Israel wowld con- 
sider a Syrian refusal to renew the 
UNDOF mandate to patrol the Golan 
Heights Ine as a violation of the 
disengagement agreement and a 
hostile act, similar to Naaser's re- 
moval of the UNEF forces in Sinai 
in May -1967. 

Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer, who left Washington yester- 
day morning for a long-planned Far 
Eastern tour with President Ford, 
did not hide his grave concern for 
this possibility during his press 
conference on Friday. Other Amer- 
ican officials are somewhat more 
optimistic, but are acutely aware 
of the possibility and are desperate- 
ly using all the. various diplomatic 
channels available to try to head it 


The feeling in Washington is that 
if a war can be avoided until Dec- 
ember --- when the rains begin in 
the Golan Heights and a low cloud 
cover effectively neutralizes the air 
superiority that Israel would need 
for a preemptive strike — the 
chances are good that war can be 
Postponed until the spring. Amer- 
tean officials are still optimistic to 
believe and to suggest to newsmen 
that such a delay would offer the 
parties additional time to negotiate 
another partial agreement -- 
specifically Egypt and Israel — thus 
maintaining some sembiance of the 
diplomatic momentum which Dr. 
Kissinger regards as essential. 

But the unprecedented success 
achieved by PLO leader Yasser 
Arafat at the United Nations has 
resulted in a more determined Is- 
Tae stance not to make additional 
territorial concessions without proper 
Arab concessions. 

Kissinger is firmly convinced that 
Egypt is not interested in a resump- 
tion of war at this time. He is 
using this leverage to attempt to 
convince Sadat that the only way 
that war may be avoided is for him 
to make some political concessions 
to Israel and reach another accord. 

But following Arafat's extremist 
Pposttion adopted at the UN — and 
hig minute-long standing ovation — 
Gadat is finding it more and more 
dificult to even think of offering 
Yaraei reui political concessions, such 
as the implementation of the much. 
discussed elements of non-belliger- 
ency. He has adamantly rejected 
the ity of accepting a form~ 
al declaration ending the state of 
war with Israe}, which would be con- 
sidered as an act of treason in the 
Arab world. 

American officials are worried 
that Sadat ts being dragged into 
‘the radical Arab corner — against 
hig better judgement—and he might 
not be strong enough to extricate 
himself from it. 

‘The sudden flareup of tension on 
Friday caught American officials 
by surprise, despite Syrian and Is- 
raeli threats and ‘counter-threats 
over the past few weeks.

Egypt now 
insists on 
Geneva meet

The U.S. ambassador in Cairo, 
Herman Hilts, yesterday called on 
Egyptian Foreign Minister Ismail 
Fahmy for the second time in less 
than 24 hours as the U.S. and other 
world powers stepped up their dip- 
lomatic drive in Egypt and Syria 
to defuse military tension which 
built up in the area over the week- 
end. 

The meeting coincided with a 
statement by Fahmy saying Egypt 
would oppose any new Middle Hast 
political initiatives outside the Ge 
neva conference. 

Fahmy's statement, quoted by 
Catro's political weekly “Rose el- 
Yousef," intimated that Egypt now 
supported Syria in backing the 
Soviet call for a prompt resumption 
of the Geneva conference. 

“Higypt strongly supports an early 
reconvening of the Geneva con- 
ference as she considers it the only 
Place for putting forward any pro- 
posal and discussing it," Fahmy 
said. He added that his government 
will make this stand clear to Soviet 
Leader Leonid Brezhnev when the 
latter visits Cairo in mid-January. 

Meanwhile, Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat and Syrian President 
Hafez Assad yesterday exchanged 
messages. 

Cairo's semi-official “Al Ahram” 
earlier in the day reported that 
Sadat had alerted American Pre- 
sident Gerald Ford and Brezhnev to 
the seriousness of the situation on 
the Syrian front “in view of the 
recall of Israelt military reserves 
and Israeli troop movements along 
the ceasefire line.”

The only non-Minister is 
Shimon Gilboa, director of the Fuel 
Administration at the Treasury. . 

+ Management methods, wage rates 
and conditions of service in State 
corporations will be studied by a 
public committee. Finance Minister 
Yehoshua Rabinowitz and . Justice 
Minjster.Haim Zadok. will lay down 
its terms of reference,- In.-3 -few 
lays’, time the Finance Minister will 
announce the members of the. com- 
mittee, some of whom will be MKa. 


Ostentatious expenditure by Gov- 
ernment departments will be studied 
by a committee of Ministers headed 
by Rabinowitz. The committee's ob- 
jective is mot to economise by 
Slashing budgets, but to verify in 
detail how much money could be 
saved if the Ministers and their 
senior officials had fewer vehicles, 
employed fewer drivers, ate fewer 
meals in restaurants and spent 
fewer nights in hotels, sent fewer 
delegations overseas, and still dtd 
their work efficiently. 

In the discussion ‘on this com- 
Mittee, ideas flew thick and fast, 
and dozens of proposals were noted 
down in a short space of time. It 
was decided to sift through the 
mass of economy ideas first, to see 
which were more practical, and then 
bring the results back to the Ca- 
binet for a final review before ap- 
proving any of them. Bar-Lev, Ha- 
zanl, Health Minister Victor Shem- 


tov and Minister-without-Porttalio 
Gideon Hausner are on this com- 
Mittee. 

The fourth committee set up yes- 
terday will-study ways and means 
of closing bureaux maintained by 
Ministers in Tel Aviv in addition 
to thelr -bureaux at the head of- 
fices in Jerusalem, . 

The Tel Aviv bureaux, which 
are maintained all week round, are 
Mainly used by Ministers on Thurs- 
days and Friday mornings when 
they come to Tel Aviv with their 
Senior officials and hold meetings 
there. As. a result, it is virtually 
impossible to do business with these 
Ministries in Jerusalem on those 
two days. 

Three Ministers have already 
closed down their Tel Aviv bureaux: 
Labour Minister Moshe Baram, who 
did so as soon as he entered the 
Cabinet, Information Minister Aha- 


ron Yariv, and Education Minister - 


Aharon Yadlin. ᾿ 

In a special’ bullétjp 
through the Government Press 
Office yesterday, “the Tourism 
Ministry said that Moshe Kol 
closed down his Tel Aviv bureau 
in 1968 soon after he took up 
his portfolio.

HAIFA. — Moshe Shahal, MK, yes-

cial tnvestigation team that looked 
into Zim's deposits in the Tibor 

Rosenbaum concerns. 

Mr. Shahal, a lawyer, said this 
would be the procedure for “or- 
dinary citizens” on similar charges 
and the Zim officials should be given 
the same treatment. After ques- 
Uoning. the police could decide 
whether or not to press charges. 

The allegations, he said, were 
Serluug: offences against the for- 
elgn currency regulations, offences 
against the income tax regulations 
and conapiracy to defraud the au- 
thorities, He felt these charges 
could not be Ignored _by the av- 
thoritles. 


Lim, bought shares in the IC and 
made a first payment of IL2m. — 
to help the IC meet a deadline set 
in its prospectus.

TEL AVIV. — Voice after voice 
was raised yesterday by members 
of the executive of the Manufactu- 
rers Association against paying the 
cost-of-living allowance arising from 
the recent devaluation and the in- 
creased prices for basic food items. 

One speaker even went 80 far 
ag to urge cancellation of the cost- 
of-living allowance promised for 
January 1975 — which takes very 
little of the recent rises in prices 
into account. 

He satd the Jatest step in the new 
economic policy would cost the 
average family IL380 a month — 
and the proposed allowance for 
January would give each worker 
IL300 (thirty per cent of the first 
TLi,000 of the basic wage) and 
higher allowances for children would 
make up the remaining IL80. 

All agreed, however, that families 
with many children or very low 
incomes should be fully compensat- 


ed. 

Dov Jacobovitz, chairman of the 
Manufacturers Association labour 
eommittee, went so far as to say 
that the demands of Histadrut 
Secretary-General Yeruham Meshel 
to pay the full C-o-L, would “bring 
the country to the brink of bank- 
ruptey.” 


A week after the price hikes 


Less milk, cheese, meat sold

TEL AVIV. — A week after the 
steep price increases in basic foods, 
there are signs that shoppers are 
buying less milk, milk products and 
fresh meat. Shortages of the cheap- 
er breads have been reported in 
some shops, as bakers have appar. 
ently cut down production to re- 
duce “leftovers — for which they 
must pay. 

Oddly enough, there is still a 
run on sugar, which has tripled 
in price from IL2 to IL6 per kilo. 
It ‘is believed that war rumours 
have something to do with this. 
Sugar packaging plants cannot cope 
with the demand. 

Tnuva spokesman Mordechai Hof- 
steter told The Jerusalem Poat yes- 
terday that milk sales have dropped 
by five per cent. There has been 
a steep 50 per cent drop in the 
sales of the more expensive cheeses, 
like Galil, which went up from 
about IL20 to IL34 per Kilo last 
week. {At these prices, many con- 
sumers apparently feel, it ts cheap- 
er to buy frozen meat.) The sales 
of fruit-flavoured yoghurts, Mr.

HAIFA. — Customers who paid in 
full for either locally-made or im- 
perted products before last week's 
devaluation need not pay the new 
Frice — the Commerce and Indus- 
try Minister decided at a meeting 
with the Customs Director and Col- 
lector of State Revenue yesterday. 

In announcing the decision here 
yesterday, Consumers Council head 
Moshe Shahal said that if only part 
of the purchase price was paid be- 
fore devaluation, the customer will 
have to pay the new price. Only 
when the price difference is very 
great — as in the case of cars — 
can the buyer withdraw from his 
contract, but will have to refund 
the importer for expenses incurred 
in importing the product.

HAIFA. — Following the stiff 
new rise in the cost of elec- 
tricity, the Electric Corporation 
is gain with the

The topic is one that comes up 
for discussion every time the 
electricity tariff is raised, but 
until now the workers — who 
only pay 0.3 ag, per kW/hour, as 
against the 25 ag. paid by the 
general public — have managed 
jealously to guard what they see 
as 8. time-honoured privilege. 

The privilege dates back to the 
early years of the British Man- 
@ate in Palestine, when the late 
Pinbas Rutenberg opened the 
country’s first power station — 
a small diesel-powered plant — 
in Tel Aviv. Soon after it opened 
in June, 1923, the plant engineer, 
Moshe Waldman, moved into a 
little flat at the plant so that he 
could keep an’ eye on things 
round the clock. 

At the end of his first month,

Waldman received a bill for the 
electricity he had used in his 
apartment, After a furious argu- 
ment with Rutenberg, he paid 
the bill but, in protest, stopped 
using electricity. Instead, he Ht 
up his apartment with a kerosene 
lamp, which he hung in the 
window in the full view of every 
passer-by. 

Within a few days, ‘the elec- 
tric power station illuminated by 
a kerosene lamp” became the 
laughing stock of Tel Aviv, and 
a red-faced Rutenberg had finally 
to give in and let Wakiman have 
his power free. And so the pre- 
cedent was set that now costs 
the Government — which owns 
the Corporation — millions of 
pounds every year. 

It, is highly unlikely that in

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Karamanlis takes hefty lead in Arabs want 
early Greek election returns 


ATHENS. — Premier Constantine 
Karamanlis yesterday swept toward 
the landslide victory ‘he sought in 
Greece's first free elections in 8 
decade. 

With results in from nearly half 
the constituencies, Karamaniis’ con- 
servative New Democracy Party 
was winning about 55 per cent of 
the vote. 

“The actual results have sur- 
passed our predictions,” a Kara- 
Manlis spokesman said. 

The spokesman, former informa- 
tlon minister Panayotis Lambrias, 


said, “the present trend shows that. 


we will win about 55 per cent of 
the popular vote.” Karamanlis needs 
44 per cent of the vote to secure 
a clear majority in the 300- 
member parliament. 

The Liberal centre Union-New 
Forces Party, headed by George 
Mavros, was polling about 20 per 
cent of the vote. The anti-American 
Panhellenic Socialist Movement led 
by former University of California 
Economics Professor Andreas Pap- 
andreou was garnering about 12

Both Karamanis and Mavros 
have already said that their parties 
ere In favour of Greece's full in- 
tegration into the enlarged Europe- 
an community. Papandreou and the 
Communists are against Greece's 
participation in the Common Mar- 
ket and want a complete break 
with Nato, from whose mistary 
wing Greece withdrew its forces 
last August over the Cyprus crisis.

Body of Evita Peron 
returned to Argentina 


BUENOS AIRES (Reuter). — The 
embalmed body of Eva Duarte 
Peron, blonde idol of Argentine 
workers, returned yesterday almost 
20 years after it was smuggled away 
by soldiers who overthrew her hus- 
band, President Juan Peron, 

The was brought from 
Madrid — where it had lain for 
the past three — aboard a 
chartered Boeing ΤΟΊ of Aerolineas 
Argentinas which arrived early yes- 
terday morning at Moron air base on 
the outskirts of the city. 

There the coffin, draped in an 
Argentine flag which concealed a 
giass plate over the face, was trans- 
ferred to a small tine Air 
Force transport plane which brought 
it to the metropolitan airport on the 
shore of the River Plate Estuaro. 

President Maria Estela Peron, the 
General's widow, waited to welcome 
the remains of the woman she 
Saturday night called “the spiritual 
leader of the Argentine people.” 

The President blinked back tears 
as an army chaplain ssid prayers 
for the soul of “Evita,” who died of 
cancer ip 1952 at the age of 88. 
Ber body was smuggled away in 
1955.

LONDON (JTA). — The Ulster 
Defence Association (the Protestant 
UDA) has asked Libya for money 
to help set up δὴ independen 
Northern Ireland, the “Guardian” 
and ‘The Sunday Telegraph” re- 
ported yesterday from Belfast. 
‘The papers report that a four-man 
UDA. mission visited Tripoli at the 
invitation of “a Libyan contact." 
The report was confirmed by a 
UDA. leader. Glen Barr, who him- 
self took part in the Libyan talks. 


Barr said the Libyans “had been 
interested in the possibility of de- 
veloping trade with Northern Ire- 
tand. No promises of financial aid 
were made to us but we have an 
open Invitation to carry on discus- 
sions.” 

The Provisional Sinn Fein (the 
political wing of the Catholic IRA) 


were “present at talks which the 
UDA had with Libyan students,” 
Barr also confirmed. There have 
been read rumours here in re- 
cent days that representatives of 
the two opposing camps, the UDA 
and the IRA, met on Libyan soi). 
But UDA, leaders denied that such 
talks had taken place. 

It has been known for some time 
that the Libyans, eager to foment 
strife wherever possible, were pro- 
viding the IRA with arms and 
training facilities. This has ied to a 
‘considerable deterioration in British- 
Libyan relations, It now appears that 
the Ulster Loyalists might be fol- 
lowing the IRA in seeking Libyan 
help.

that Britain will-survive

LONDON (Ofns). — 
THE AIM of Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer Denis Healey's new Budget 
is to impose the minimum hardships 
on the British public and the mini- 
mum distortion of Labour Party 
doctrine which he thinks compat- 
ible with reassuring the outside 
world that — contrary to what 
many foreigners think — Britain 
fs not going down the drain. 

Mr. Healey recognizes that Bri- 
tain is indeed living beyond its 
means: he has estimated that the 
deficit in its balance of payments 
this year will be nearly £4,000m., 
which is the highest of any in- 
dustrialized country. Further, 85 a 
result of his own Budget, the bor- 
rowing requirements of the public 
sector will go up by -£800m. to 
an estimated total of an unprece- 
dented £6,300m. None the less, 
given the social strains in Britain, 
made a good deal worse by the 
miners’ strike and the three-day 
week earlier this year, it would 
have been politically unthinkable for 
the Government to take the sort of 
a@rastic emergency measures, just 
resorted to in the far more dis- 
ciplined and socially cohesive Is- 
rael. 

Against what he saw as the 
grim international picture of 8 
world heading for a slump, the Bri- 
tish Chancellor had one almost un- 
mentionable advantage over other 
Western fimance ministers whose 
economy has also been disrupted by 
Ὧδε oll crisis: that is the predilec- 
tion of Arab rulers for keeping their 
money in London. Healey attributes 
this partly to habit, partly to the 
very sound reliability of the British 
banking system (there have been no 
bank failures here comparable to 
those on the continent), and partly 
to the absence of any other safe 
haven into which the Arab money 
could flow. (London believes that 
Arab money may have been fright- 
ened away from the United States 
by loose American talk about the 
funds.) 

So long as Arab money remains 
here the pound sterling is relative- 


ly safe and the Bank of England 
can sustain it at roughly 115 pre- 
sent level. Although nominally the 
pound is a floating currency, it is 
widely known that the Bank of Eng- 
land intervenes to preserve its 
value and so long as Arab money 
stays, British import prices need 
not suddenly go through the roof 
as they would If sterling collapsed. 

Hesley’s message to the outside 
world and particularly to the 
moneyed Arabs is that Britain is 2 
safe bet, and, if only given time 
and opportunity, this Labour Gov- 
ernment can revive Britain's pro- 
ductive capacity and restore its 
solvency. 

LONG HAUL 

This is Denis Healey's third Bud- 
get. The first two were introduced 
in March and July, when Labour 
formed a minority Government and 
Ministers were preparing for im- 
minent elections. Both were short- 
term holding operations, mainly 
concerned with keeping down 
prices, whereas the new autumn 
Budget is the beginning --- and 
only the beginning — of a long 
haul of three or four years, by the 
end of which time Britain must 
become solvent. Healey himself has 
given the watchword: “Work hard 
and waste less.” By the 19805 
North Ses. of] should be flowing and 
Britain will no longer depend on 
Arab oil. 

In his new Budget, the U.K. 
Chancellor argues that Britain can 
mever become solvent without a 
flourishing private sector, to pre- 
serve and develop international 
competitiveness. This rescue opera- 
tion for capitalism has infuriated 
the left-wing doctrinaires of the 
Labour Party who believe that what 
is good for business must be bad 
for workers, But Healey has ma- 
naged to persuade the non-Marxists 
in the trade unions and in his own 
Party that, unless private business 
is encouraged to jovest and ex- 
pand, there will be mass unemploy- 
ment. 

As part of his programme for 
making Britain pay its way, Healey 
will also raise the price of petrol 


for motorists and this, plus the re- 
laxation of price control, is likely 
to Increase the cost of Uvying by 
one and a half per cent. But this is 
only the beginning of a much steep- 
er rise, implied by the Chancel- 
Jor's decision to make the na- 
tionalized industries charge “rea- 
listlo" prices, Until now, the pub- 
lic sector has been receiving some 
£1,000m. in subsidies which have 
enabled gas, electricity, railways, 
coal and the Post Office to charge 
much less than they spend. 

The increases will be Introduced 
fradually over the next two or 
three years and are iutended to re- 
duce living standards. The Govern- 
ment knows this is inevitable now 
that Britain has to pay so much 
more than in the past for its fuel 
and food. For the old-age pension- 
ers and families with more than one 
child, the rises will be offset by βά- 
ditional welfare payments planned 
for next April and again for next 
October, but the mass of people 
will be worse off than they are to- 
day. 

The Chancellor has warned that, 
if the unions use their bargaining 
power to force wages ahead of 
frices, he may have to recoup the 
Money in extra taxes, which would 
Jead to a business slump and mass 
unemployment. But it seems doubt- 
ful whether he will be Mstened to, 
particularly im the economically 
vital Industries, coal, engineering, 
electricity, where recent experience 
bas shown that militancy pays. 


MILITANCY 

Healey and his colleagues be- 
lieve, however, that if the British 
public feet the Government is 
making the best of α difficult job 
they will support’ them against mi- 
Utant trade union leaders who seem 
to be pressing for more than their 
fair share of the country's dimi- 
nished resources. And although Mi- 
nisters go on saying that the last 
thing they want is a wage freeze, 
if Healey's Budget produces an- 
other wave of union militancy, a 
wage freeze may turn out to be 
the only way. 


What caused Rosenbaum’s collapse?

THE CHANCES of a rescue opera- 
tion for Tibor Rosenbaum's failing 
business interests are now believed 
to have evaporated. 

“Some creditors thought of 
simply keeping the bank running, 
in the hope that it might recover 
part of its losses. But with the pas- 
sage of time there is no longer any 
golng concern left to save,” one 
of the affected parties told The Je- 
rusalem Post last week. 

What caused Rosenbaum's 60]- 
lapse?

The land purchase cost Rosen- 
baum $30m., which he borrowed 
from the International Credit Bank, 
in which he had a controlling in- 
terest. Had the area, been zoned for 
residential construction, the va- 
lue of his asset would have soared 
to something like $150m., observers 
say; and none of the present upsets 
(involving major Israel interests) 
would have occurred. 

But that did not happen. Ecology 
stepped in.
